Washington, D. C.,May 16.—[Special.]— 
“Taking into account the multitudinouws in- 
erests of the people scattered over our great 
grea, I believe the legislative body, represent- 
ing constituencies reaching from ocean to 
gcean, will enact @ tariff bill which will be 
gs near as practicable what the Republican 
platform pleciges. That the measure will be 
perfect, 4 man would be an asstosay. Per- 
fection is with God only.’ 

This characteristic bit of comment mwas 
made today by Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of 
the house of representatives, in discussing, 
ip a general way, the tariff situation. 

“All tariff legislation is a compromise,’’ he 
is not a bargain between 
members; it is not a ‘ deal’; it is not a log roll- 
ing. It is the result of an effort to reach a 
standard that will be satisfactory to all 
people and which will best promote their 
prosperity. It is not designed solely in the 
interests of the producer, for there is no man 
or set of men who “re merely producers. 
Every person in the United States ie a con- 
sumer and at the same time every person in 
the United States is a producer. 


American People Are Wealthy. 

“There was a time when the laborer con- 
gumed only what was necessary to keep 
body and soul together. Today he and his 
wife and children are the consumers to whom 
merchants cater. The shopkeepers do not 
seek to trade with the wealthy alone, They 
could not afford to do so. If they had to 
choose between the wealthy and so-called 
poor, between consumers I mean, it would 
pot take them long to decide. 

“There are few idle men in our country 
and there are few men who do not receive a 
wage sufficient to purchase what, ‘in other 
countries, are considered luxuries, but which 
here are rightfully regarded as necessities. 
What is the greatest market in the world 
bes been developed in our land and its im- 
portance is not entirely appreciated by our 
own people. The merchant spends his money 
as does the laborer or salaried employé. 
Both in paying his living expenses and in 
Pace nag supplies the merchant places 

the same class. 
cd Toe of the, tariff has been pressed 
a pressed and pressed. ‘It was talked 
about in 1902 and urged in 1904. Inthe latter 
year the Republican party wisely declined to 
agree to a declaration for revision. During 
the hext year the question of revision came 
up in Washington. It was fully considered 
by the Republicans in the house and senate, 
in conjunction with the president, and it was 
agreed that revision should not be entered 
upon. 

Republicans Decide on Revision. 

“In the meantime the manufacturer who 
Wanted to get the other fellow’s product at 
the smallest: possible price loudly’ objected. 
I am not abusing him at aJl and I am not 
going to say anything in criticism of him. 
Of course, our friends the enemy; the Demo- 
cratic minority, and some of its members 
who should be rightly regarded as populists, 
seized upon the complaints of these manu- 
facturers and used them as political capital. 

“To make a long story short, the demand 
seemed important enough to make the Re- 
publican party declare for a revision and to 
insert the declaration in its platform last 
summer. A Republican house has observed 
this declaration. The most important pro- 
vision in the new tariff bill and the one that 
was really needed for our protection against 
the governments discriminating against us 
in favor of other peoples, notably France and 
Germany, is that which provides for a min- 
imum rate that will protect and a maximum 
rate which penalizes. 

“The president subscribed to the platform 
and I have no reason to believe but he is loyal 
ally supporting it. Both the house and sen; 
ate, in my judgment, also are loyally sup- 
porting that platform and seeking to énact 
legislation in harmony with it. The result of 
our laborg will not be perfect. God only could 
make a perfect tariff revision bill, because 
he has all the knowledge—something which 
Wwe have not—and cannot get. We could not 
Make a bill that would avoid criticism. 


How Bolters Were Defeated. 

“When this congress met we hada pecullar 
situation in both the house and the senate. 
In the house we had a nominal Republican 
majority of forty-six. If our Democratic 
friends had all voted together and twenty- 
four Republicans had voted with them they 
would have organized the house. There were 
from eighteen to twenty-two Republicans 
who formed an alliance with the Democratic 
leader, Champ Clark, with this end in view. 
The first thing to be done was the election of 
& speaker. The Republicans held a caucus, 
which was attended, in round numbers, by 
200 members, who agreed to abide by its de- 
cision. From eighteen to twenty Republiic- 
ans refused to participate in the caucus and 
stated, in ef-ct, that unless the majority 
Would do as they desired they would not 
yote with the other 200. 

“Such action was demoralizing, but not 
necessarily fatal. If a majority of the Re- 
publicans had not elected me as speaker, but 
after a long rut a elected some other 
Republican to that e—and there are a 
score or more perfectly equipped to discharge 
its duties—a serious condition ‘of affairs 
which would have done a great harm to the 
Party and to legislation would have been 
Precipitated. But I was elected speaker, 
and elected speaker by the votes of the Re- 
publican members. 

“Under the constitution, the house fakes 
its own rules and regulations. Consisting, as 
it does, of nearly 400 members, the house,

Chicago Citizens Unite in Urg- 
ing Transfer of the John 
Worthy School to the 
Gage Farm. 


CALL IT AN IDEAL PLACE. 


Mayor aid Others Who Favor 
Colony for Delinquents See 
Faults in Present 
Place. — 


Demands for fresh air, sunshine, and home 
surroundings for the delinquent child of-Chi- 
cago were voiced yesterday by men who in- 
sisted that the opportunity for this advance 
in the city’s institutional system must bé 
seized immediately. 

Last January President Otto C. Schneider 
of the board of education and Mayor Busse 
launched a scheme for abandoning the de- 
cadent John Worthy school and for establish- 
ing in the open country a semi-correctional 
institution for boys and girls where they 
would be given not only all the advantages 
of farm life, but the facilities for e€ucation 
that would train them for honest citizenship. 

The proposition was made in concrete form. 
There was needed only a bit of legislation 
that would permit the board.of education to 
extend its jurisdiction beyond the city limits 
and the closing of a business deal of mutual 
advantage to*the board and thecity. Since 
that time nothing has been heard of the 
plan. Now the demand is made that the 
promise be revived and fulfilled. 


All Urge Immediate Action. 

No one blames any one else for the waning 
of the prospect that was hailed by the publie 
as a cure for an ill of long standing and as 
@ modern improvement on outworn mefth- 
ods. Every one who spoke on the subject had 
but one suggestion—action, and at once. The 
only responsibility for the lack of action was 
ascribed to the feilure of public support. 

President Schneider, Mayor Busse, Chief 
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Justice Olson of the Municipal court, B. E. 


Sunny, John A. Spoor, LaVerne W. Noyes, 
Samuel Insull, and men of that stamp ex- 
pressed regret that the matter had not been 
rushed well toward fruition long ago. They 
expressed a willingness to lend their efforts 
to the campaign thet they hope is to be begun. 

While conditions in the John Worthy school 
have improved under the management of 
Supt. John L. Whitman, the limitations of his _) 
opportunity for advancement were said to 
have left the schoo! far short of the objects it 
should attain. The cure for the situation, it 
was agreed unanimously, was its transfer 
to the Gage farm—an excellently suited piece 
of city property north of Riverside; and fur- 
ther, it was urged, new penree. for ree 
pie Me a Bs Rm Se oe = 
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ewes away by the arguments besed on the 

two phases of the situation—the faults of the 

present system and the possibilities of the 
one proposed. 


Criticisms of Present School. 

Beside the lack of fresh air and out of 
door life with home surroundings, the prin- 
cipal criticisms of the present John Worthy 
school have been these: 

Boys are in too close contact with adult pris- 
oners from the bridewell, which is in the same 
building. 

Casual and hardened offenders are herded 
together; the accidental offender is the assgo- 
ciate of the habitual offender. 

Young boys of comparatively innocent nature 
are brought together with older boys who teach 
them the ways of vice. 

Inmates are not taught the mastery of any 
trade that would equip them for life after 
their release. 

Facilities for physical exercise and training 
are insufficient. 

Medical attention given to the boys is inade- 
quate to their needs. 

Double management by a board of commis 
sioners and the board of education hinders ade- 
quate administration. 


Ideal Site for Colony. 

The Gage farm is pronounced an excel- 
lent site for the fresh air colony form of 
semi-correctional school. It lies just north 
of Riverside and up to the present time has 
shown itself of little value for farming pur- 
poses on a large schle. A large part of the 
240 acres now is wooded. The land is slight- 


of the ground is suitable for tilling after 
it has been cleared. A slight tendency to- 
ward swampiness in spots, it is said, would 
be corrected with slight labor in the instal- 
lation of a drainage system. 

At present there are no buildings worth 
speaking of on the premises. It is planned 
to clear all of the existing ones away so 
as to leave the best sites open for the build- 
ings that could contain the boys’ and girls’ 
school and the sanitarium for those suffering 
from tuberculosis. 

There has been in the past a slight opposi- 
tion from the residents of Riverside against 
the establishment of the institution so near 
their places, but recently this has disap-

FIRE TIES UP THE SOUTH SIDE 


Wabash Avenue Blaze Stops ‘‘L’’ 


and Surface Lines an Hour. 


MANY BRAVE THIRD RAIL, 


Passengers Reach Strget on Ladders

Fire in the Coca-Cola building, 1822-28 Wa- 
bash avenue, tied up traffic early last even- 
ing on several street car lines and the South 


Side Elevated road for more than an hour, 
discommoding thousands of persons on their 
way to dinner or the theater. 


The electric current on the elevated road 
was shut off, plunging trains and stations 
in darkness between Twelfth and Fortieth 


streets. Hundreds of passengers who were 


stalled between stations left the trains and 
walked along the cable boxes to platforms on 
which they clambered and made their way to 


the street. 


Many persons who feared the third rail or 


were too timid to risk the walk over the 
dangerous cable box remained in the cars 
until the current was turned on again. 


Two trains were caught almost in the rear 


of the burning structure, and the passen- 
gers descended to the ground on firemen’s 


ladders. Among them were many women 
and children, who were assisted down the 


ladder by police and fire men. 


Hose Blocks Street Cars. 


Lines of hose stretched across Wabash 


avenue and State street blocked all traffic 
on those thoroughfares. The street car lines 


tied up were: Indiana avenue, Cottage Grove 


avenue, Archer avenue, Ashland avenue, 
Center avenue, and State street. 


To add to the discomfort of patrons of the 


south side surface roads an accident at Thir- 


teenth and Clark streets tied up the Went- 
worth avenue, Halsted street, and Clark 
street cars for nearly an hour at the time 
the other lines were out of service. ‘ 

The fire was discovered about 6:30 o'clock 


on the fourth floor of the eight story stone 
and brick structure. The flames spread to 
the upper floors, doing considerable damage 


to the Sahlin Corset company and the Crown 
Press Printing concern. Several other firms 
from water. 

Chief Horan said $50,000 would cover the 
losses to tenants and also the damage to 
the bullding. 


Night Watchman Missing. 

A night watchman is employed in the build- 
ing, but he could not be found by the police. 
It is thought he was not in the bullding, the 
alarm having been given by a watchman 
across the street.

Would Not Disturb Neighbors. 

It was said by the advocates of the plan 
that the presence of the school tn the coun- 
try adjoining the town would be almost un- 
noticeable by the residents—that the inmates 
would be kept closely, ‘‘ within bounds.”’ and 
that they would not disturb their neighbors.

Forestry for Older Boys. 
With these advantages, it was pointed out, 
the older boys might well be taught the 
science of landscape gradening and forestry

He sum- 
moned more fighting apparatus and a few 
minutes later sent im @ special cal} for addi- 
tional companies. 

Battalion Chief O'Connor notified the super- 
intendent of the south side élevated road to 
shut off the current because he wished touse 
the elevated structure. 

Trains quickly came to a standstil) and half 
a@ dozen companies of firemen clambered up 
on the structure. Other companies fought 
the fames from the fire escapes fn front of the 
building and from the roofs of adjacent

ructures. 
A one story building adjoining on the north | 


and occupied by the Pain Fireworks company 
gave Chiet Horan some concern for @ time. 
The large stock of explosives would have 
made it ‘“interesting,’’ the chief said, if a 
spark had fallen among them. 

Next to the Pain establishment is a three 
story boarding house. The boarders were 
afraid the flames would explode thé fire- 
works, and severa! of them fled with their be- 
longings.

The opinion of the 
corporation counsel on the possibility of the 
city's establishing a school outside the corpo- 
rate limits was negative. 


Asked Farm for a Nursery. 

Rollowing this decision the spécial parks 
commission asked the city to turn over the 
Gage property for nursery purposes and in 
support of this plea Jens Jensen, superinten- 
dent of the west parks, urged that the land 
was well suited for that purpose. 

He pointed out that in addition to Its soil 
being suitable, the location was convenient 
to all the park systems and that in case the 
city absorbed the surrounding territory the 
land could be used for a park or playground 
and there would not be several thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of buildings to be removed as 
might be necessary if a congested district 
gradually surrounded a correctional insti- 
tution of 240 acres. 

This was the most potent argument against 


in spite of it President Schneider made 
another proposition to the city--the “ trad- 
ing "’ of the farm for three pieces of board 
property not suitable for schools, but possible 
wites for future fire houses‘and police sta- 
tions. 

A conference on this matter in the mayor's 
office was attended by Mayor Busse, Presi- 
dent Schneider, Commissioner Hanberg, Con- 
troller Wilson, Attorney Hamlin, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage, and the bridewell 
commissioners—George Mason, John J. Sloan 
and Charles A. McCulloch. There was no 
question in the meeting of the great benefit 
to the school by the transfer, and as the 
“swap” seemed advantageous to the city, 
it was agreed that the legistation permitting 
the board to operate the schoo, outside the 
city limits be requested of the general as- 
sembly. 

Busse and Schneider Favor It. 

Mayor Busse expressed himself as heartily 
in accord with all phases of the plan. 

“ Various propositions for using the Gage 
farm have been made,” he said, “ but | be- 
lieve the plan of turning it over to the school 
board is conceded to be the most advanta- 
geous that has arisen. It need not interfere 
with the suggestion of the special parks com- 
The farm— 
24 weres in extent—is sufficiently large for 
both purposes. From a business stanapoint 
it will prove a good thing for the city, as the 
farm now pays a rental of only $400 a year 
and the taxes on it amount to $2,800." 

President Schneider was enthusiastic over 
the plan. 

“It ds a big project and one of the most 
important ever taken under consideration by 
the board of education,’ hesaid. ‘' The farm 
offers an excellent place for a semi-correc 
tional school ¢that will not be bxcelled by | 
anything in the country. After! we get the 
necessary legislation we would have an ex- 
cellent opportunity to put up buildings for 
schools for delinquent boys and girls. a 
dormitory to care for incipient tubercular 
and convalescent children, and a schoo! tor 
subnorma! children.

“It was a sort of neighborhood boat,” 
Henry Wahl, 4 neighbor of Flechsig, said. 
“The boys worked on the launch all the 
jest winter and were looking forward to the 
ebristening and launching of the boat asa 
great gocasion. Trips on the lake for the 
whole summer had been planned. The final 
touches on the wood work were made only 
this morning by Heinrich.” 


Wife and Child See Accident. 

Mrs. Heinrich stood on shore wth her 
‘Wittle daughter, watching the three men 
launch a new power yacht owned by Fiechsig 
and saw her husband gq under the water. 
Scores of men were on the yachts in the basin 
at the time and hundreds of golfers, automo- 
pilists, tennis players, pedestrians, and horse- 
men were passing and repassing across the 
bridge within a few feet of the accident. 

R M. Parker of 5000 Washington avenue, 
skipper of the twenty-one foot sloop, Petrel, 
BE. L. Frasher of 5100 Cornell avenue, and 
A. L. Shaw of 5100 Hibbard avenue, were on 
boats close to Heinrich at the time he was 
thrown into the water. Shaw threw him a 
line, but it fell short, and in the excitement 

* was lost from Shaw’s boat. 

Shaw worked his boat close to the three 
men struggling in the water and caught one 
by the band of his trousers, buoying him up, 
until he caught a good hold on the upturned 
skiff. Mr. Shaw does not know, he says, 
whether it was Flechsig or Peterson that 
he helped. Heinrich, according to Mt. Shaw, 
was on the opposite side of the skiff from him 
and the third man, probably Peterson, was 
trying to save him, but became exhausted 
and was forced to abandon the task and cling 
to the boat to save himself. 


Under Water Fifteen acsutees « 

Heinrich remained under the wateralmost 
fifteen minutes before he was pulled out. 
By that time Capt. Henry Sinnigen and his 
crew of United States life savers arrived from 
the Jackson park station and, with the aid 
of Dr. W. P. Forkin of 4704 Vincennes ave- 
nue, who happened to be passing, worked for 
two hours to save Heinrich’s life. 

Mrs. Heinrich and her little daughter sat 

with sympathetic women behind a clump of 
bushes while nine strong men and a trained 
surgeon fought with all the means of science 
to wave her husband's lift. A guard of poljee- , 
men kept back & crowal pfhundreds of p: 7 
that gradually grew into thousands as the 
pleasure seckefs im the park ,leerned that | 
the blue clad men on the beach“were making 
afight for a human life. 

Quickly the word spread over the throng 
that there might be a chance to save Hein- 
rich. There seemed to be a breath of life at 
one time. The police at the edge of the circle 
were constantly asked by strangers in the 
crowd if there was any hope. 


Work of Life Savers Futile. 

The officers became messengers from the 
side of the working life savers to thepeople 
and a plain clothes man scught to givé 
strength to the hopes of the wife and daugh- 
ter. After an hour Dr. Forkin began to 
shake his head and Mr. Flechsig prepared to 
break the expected news to Mrs. Heinrich. 
Capt. Sinnigen ahd his men, however, would 
not give up and pursueu their efforts for 
an hour after the surgeon had given up the 
patient. 

Then relatives told Mrs. Heinrichvher hus- 
band was dead and her cry of despair mingled 
with the honk of a pleasure seeking automo- 
bile that rushed across the bridge at that 
moinent. 

Peterson, the harbor master, was asked 
how it happened that.a man could drownh 
within fifty feet of shore in such public 
place. He said the water at that point is 
about eleven feet deep. 

“It is one of those accidents for which 
there is no accounting,’ he gaid. “‘ We were 
@]l three in the skiff attending to the launch- 
ing of Mr. Filechsig’s yacht. A three inch 
line was attached to the yacht and in some 
Way caught our little skiff under the stern 
and capsized it before we knew What had 
struck us.”

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GUARD ON HARBOR RIGHTS 


Council Committee to Consider 
Lake Shore Situation. 


IMPORTANT MEETING TODAY 


Legislation to Fortify City’s Interests 
Will Be Discussed. 


Fortification of the city’s rights on the 
lake shore will be the subject of an im- 
portant meeting of the council committee on 
harbors, wharvés, and bridges this after- 
noon. 

With Harbor Engineer John M. Ewen and 
his staff—consisting of a political economist 
and an engineer—gathering facts and figures 
to be used as a basis for consideration of 
the harbor problem, the committee will be at 
lelsure for several months to safeguard the 
city’s interests against possible encroach- 
ments of private capital. 

There have been no charges of this nature 
made against the Pugh Terminal company, 
which ts planning to build three large piers 
north of the river mouth, but Chairman Foell 
of the committee has announced the inten- 
tion of investigating the claims of the cor- 
poration and determining the extent to which 
the municipality may go in clearing the city's 
right to construct a harbor at any point along 
the shore line. 


Will Consider Legislation. 

The exact phase of the discussion cannot 
be foretold, but it will tend toward the be- 
ginning of steps for obtaining legislation 
along the lines suggested by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Cassels| as necessary to 
give the city full authority for harbor de- 
velopment. The validity of the charter of 
the Chicago Dock and Land company under 
which the Pugh Terminal company plans to 
operate also will be brought up and Mr. Cas- 
sels probably will be asked to investigate the 
matter and prepare a written opinion on 
the subject. 

Guard City’s Rights. 


**T cannot predict what subjects the com- 
mittee will desire to take up,” said Chairman 
Foell, “ but, while Mr. Ewen and his assist- 
ants are paving the way for the city to de- 
termine upon its plan for harbor develop- 
ment, the committee can take steps to fortify 
the city in every possible way.” 

There will be no meeting of the city council 
this evening.

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STABBED TO DEATH IN FEUD. 


Brothers Kill Man in a Street 
Fight and Wound Another. 


CROWD HUNTS THE SLAYERS. 


In Fusillade That Follows One Is 
Brought Down with Bullet in Leg. 


One man stabbed to death, another suffer- 
ing severe knife wounds, and a third with 
a bullet in his leg are the results of anaffray 
that broke out at Waukegan last night be- 
tween a quartet of Lithuanians. Inciden- 
tally, a crowd of citizens had a man hunt 
with all the excitement that darkness and 
firearms could lend it. 

The trouble started when James Mosis and 
Carl Mihalski, on their way home from a sa- 
loon at Tenth street, bordering North Chi- 
cago and Waukegan, met Joseph and Samuel 
Boyic, brothers. There had been a feud be- 
tween these men, as to the nature of which 
the police have not as yet had information, 
and the Boyics, it is stated, drew knives on 
Mosis and Mihalski. 

Stabbed Three Times. 

In the fight that followed Mossis was cut 
three times, once over the heart and twice 
on either side of his chest. He fell where 
he stood and was dead when assistance 
reached him. Mihalski was cut in the shoul- 
der and will recover. 

The outcry of the attacked men rapidly 
drew a crowd and the Boyic brothers fled 
in the direction of the Chicago and North- 
western yards. With a score or more of men 
in pursuit, they took their way across barbed 
wire fences, evidently trying to gain the cover 
of the freight cars. 

Fire on Pursuers. 

Finding the crowd gaining on them, both 
brothers turned and opened fire with revol- 
yers. The only man among the pursuers who 


had a weapon was John Hettrick, driver for. 


the American Express company, who had 
joined in the chase, and in the exchange of 
shots he brought down Joseph Boyic with a 
bullet in the leg. The other brother was 
found later after he had concealed his weap- 
ons. His clothing was stained with the blood 
of the two men etebbed, one of whom had 


‘peen killed.

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Business Agent Blames Parents 
for Strike Interference. . 


REPORTS TO FEDERATION. 


Sunday Funerals Conducted Without 
Hindrance from Union. 


College students and others. who take the 
places of the striking carriage and cab 
drivers were denounceé=hy Business Agent 
Walter J. Gibbons of the Carriage and Cab 
Drivers’ union in his first strike report, made 
yesterday to the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. 

A large number of funerals were held dur- 
ing the day and all of them were conducted 
without interference from the strikers. Em- 
ployers and nonunion men drove the vehicles 
and in .several instances policemen rode on 
the box. It was denied that college students 
‘had been taken on as drivers, though Presi- 
dent Robert K. Sloan, president of the 
, Liverymen’s association, admitred that stu- 
dents whe are said to have applied through 
an employment agency which makes a spe- 
clalty of furnishing ‘‘ strikebreakers,’’ might 
be put to work this week. 

Business Agent Gibbons announced he 
would ask Superintendent William H. Cru- 
den of the Illinois Free Employment bureau 
to investigate the: employment agency with 
reference to its right to operate. 


Strike Upheld in Pulpit. 

The strike was used by the Rev. W. H. 
Head in his evening sermon in the Union 
Avenue Methodist church to illustrate a 
statement that ‘‘ modern industry and pleas- 
ure have almost broken down our Sabbath.” 

** The cab drivers in their struggle for a six 
day week ought to have as loud commenda- 
tion as those striking for a closed shop have 
condemnation,’’ he declared. : 

“I am surprised that in their attempt to 
abolish Sunday funerals these men have not 
received the hearty indorsement of the pul- 
pit. 

“The grave digger knows no Sunday, nor 
does the florist; the undertaker, the minister 
already overburdened, and the cab driver 
knows the rest day only as it brings to him 
extra hard labor.”’ 

In his report, Gibbons admitted that a 
majority of the funerals held during the day 
were conducted by employers and undertak- 
ers who have refused to sign the agreement 
with the union for a scale of $12 for a week 
of six days. 


Believes Demands Moderate. 
* “I don’t believe you'll charge us with mak- 
ing extravagant demands,”’ he said,‘ when 
you remember that all we want is one day 
off a week and $12 for six days of twelve 
hours each. 

** Most of the funerals held now are non- 
union and we see the spectacle of policemen 
riding on the box with the employers and 
the nonunion men. That's the worst name 
I will call them; you all know what that 
means, Why they have policemen riding 
with them is more than the strikers can 
understand, as there is absolutely no inten- 
tion on our part to interfere with funerals or 
any other business of the employers. 

“There has been no violence on the part 
of the strikers in thisconflict. Our men have 
been on their good behavior since the fight 
began. That's more than I can say for the 
employers. One of their members was ar- 
rested last week for shooting with a revolver. 

‘They have tried all sorts of schemes to 
get men enough to fill the places of the strik- 
ers, even going to the extent of inducing 
a woman to drive a funeral carriage. Well, 
all I can say is that if this matter were left 
to the women, our men soon would get their 
$12 a week. I see now that the employers 
intend to utilize. members of the learned 
craft as strikebreakers. That doesn’t si@- 
prise us. 

Blames Parents of Students. 

“I never saw a young college flip yet who 
ever bad any, use for a workingman. > But I 
don’t blame the college grins 80 aN as 
I blame their. fits. should ‘t th 
parents would have é¢nse enough fo e6é 
it that their sons put their energies to better 
use than to help break strikes and reduce 
wages of workingmen who never had the 
opportunity of getting a college education.” 

Gibbons informed the federation also that 
300 strikers had returned to work for em- 
ployers who have signed the scale and that 
only three strikers have deserted their com- 
rades since the inception Of the fight. Thige 
leaves about 700 drivers still out. 

The first strike benefits will be paid next 
Saturday, should the strike continue. Mar- 
ried men will receive $7 and single men $5 
a week: It is probable that another peace 
move will be made today or tomorrow by 
members of the Illinois state board of arbi- 
tration. 

Coal Drivers Sign Scale. 

Coal teamsters at a meeting in the evening 
accepted a compromise of 25 cents a day in- 
crease offered by the team owners. The 
drivers demanded a raise of 50 cents a day. 
An agreement running two years from May 
1 was signed, calling for a scaleof $2.25 a day 
for single wagons, $2.75 a day for teams, and 
$3.25 far three Rorse rigs.

PERFECTED WIRELESS SOUGHT 
FOR USE BY ARMY AND NAVY. 


Ships’ Telegraph Apparatus Capable to 
Send 1,000 Miles and Receiving 
8,000 Under All Conditions Wanted.

Washington, D. C., May 16—Experts of 
the United sthtes navy are bending every 


both telephone and telegraph, for use by the 
vessels of the navy and the naval shore sta- 
tions. The military authorities also are in- 
vestigating this subject through the signal 
corps. 

Both the navy and the army will be repre- 
sented at experiments to begin about June 15 
at Brant Rock, Mass., where a high powered 
wireless station has been erected by a con- 
cern endeavoring to secure the work of build- 
ing and equipping a 600 foot tower in Wash- 
ington. . 

The experiments will include both wireless 
telephone and telegraph. The specifications 
set forth by the navy department include a 
wireless telegraph tower apperatus with a 
8,000 mile radius capable of working in all 
kinds of weather and under all conditions, 
with absolute secrecy, and impregnable 
against interference. The ships’ telegraph 
apparatus must be capable of sending 1,000 
miles and receiving 3,000 miles, with tele- 
phone apparates for sending and receiving 
200 miles.

AID FOR MONUMEN'H FUND 

Commander of Ill Fated Vessel 

Defends Attendance at Bull- 
fight on Sunday. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—For the benefit 
of the Maine Memorial association, which 
purposes to erect here a monument to the 
sailors who met their death in the sinking of 
the battleship Maine in Havana harbor on 
Feb. 15, 1898, Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigs- 
bee, retired, who was in command of the 
fated vesse] at the time, delivered a lecture 
tonight. fe 

“In many ways it ie made obvious that 
public sentiment regarding the Maine has 
continued beyondordinary bounds,”’ said Ad- 
miral Sigsbee. ‘Many disasters have oc- 
curred before and since, yet none in recent 
times has held public interest like that of the 
Maine. Its destruction was a turning point 
in our own history and in the history of Spain 
—a turning point for the better in both cases, 
let us hope."’ 


Vessel Was Not Shifted. 
Admiral .Sigsbee narrated in detail the 
events succeeding the Maine's departure from 
Key West for Havana on Jan. 23, 1898. Ar- 
riving at Havana, the Maine was taken by 
the pilot to one of the buoys commonly re- 
served for war vessels. 

“It was widely supposed in the United 

States that the Maine was afterward shifted 
by the Spanish authorities to another buoy, 
but this was an error.” 
* Continuing, Admiral Sigsbee said it was im- 
portant that he should know the state of 
popular feeling in Havana regarding the 
Maine and apparently the best way to learn 
this was to attend a bul! fight. 

“I have been criticised for this by certain 
pious people. Bull fights were given only on 
Sunday, but my object was not pleasure. It 
has been declared that my ship’s company 
were doomed because of the attendance at 
the bull fight on Sunday, yet none who went 
to the bull fight was injured in the loss of 
the Maine. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee and several 
of the Maine's officers went with me. Later 
Gen. Lee and I agreed that the situation was 
tense. Armed soldiers were in front of our 
box or distributed everywhere. Afterwards 
when a ferryboat returning from the bull 
fight passed the Maine a few passengers 
jeered at us.” ; 


Shows Tense Feeling. 

Subsequently he attended another bull 
fight with Gen. Lee, and while he was re- 
turning to the ship the widely published cir- 
cular in which reference was made to the 
‘** American pigs"’ and their “ rotten squad- 
ron "’ was handed to him.

President Hare showed that for the last 
‘ @ve years the average annual loss by fire in 
this country has been over @ quarter of a 
billion, the total for the period having been 
_ §1,846,002,059, which is a daily destruction of 
nearly $750,000. 
he heavy average was large augmented 
the San Francisco and Baltimore fires, 
but taking the last two years by themselves, 
President Hare showed there was a loss of 
084,709 in 1907 and of $217,885,860 in 
1908, indicating, he said, that the annual de- 
"struction is likely to continue above the 
000,000 mark. He pointed out that for 
the first three months of 1909 it has amounted 
to nearly $53,000,000, giving no promise of im- 


\ provement. 
Do Not Include Forest Fires. 
“ These figures do not include,” said Presi- 
.@ent Hare, “the loss from the burning of 
forests, nor do they take into account the 
{indirect cost of fires, such as the expense to 
the public of maintaining fire depgrtments 
and waterworks. 

“Tt often has been remarked that the ap- 

spliances for the extinguishing of fires in 
Burope fall far below the standard prevail- 
. ng in the United States and the same prob- 
‘gbly-is true of the water facilities for ex- 
tinguishing fires, at least outside of the large 
cities and yet, with all our superiority in 
these respects, we lead the world in the de- 
struction of property by fire. 

“The questions of construction explain a 
part of the difference and climatic conditions 

may play their part, but when everything 
is considered I believe that the conclusion 
‘ will follow that the main reason is reckless- 
‘mess here as against the care, forethought, 
and wise supervision in Europe.” 

In support of the belief that it is the care- 
lessness of the American public that is most 
to blame for the conditions here, he pointed 
out that in a list of 522,716 fires in the United 
States during the last five years, at least one- 


half could be properly ascribed to careless-_ 


neas in one form or another. 


Guards Urged Upon Nation. 

One of the most promising of the move- 
ments to restrict the destruction by fire is 
geen in the work of the national] conservation 
commission. 
the following recommendations to the com- 
mission as the best means of cutting down 
fire losses: 

First, that the public should be brought to 
understand that property destroyed by fire 

‘$s gone forever and is not replaced by the 
distribution of insurance, which is a tax col- 
lected for the purpose. 

Second, that the states severally adopt and 
enforce a building code which shal! require 
a high type of safe construction. 

Third, that the states establish and main- 


tain an official or officials who shali be re- 


quired to investigate tire cause and origin of 
all fires. 

Fourth, that municipalities adopt ordl- 
‘Bances governing the: use, and keeping oh 
explosives, especially vAfiaenmable comm 
tiés Giid other special hazards; such as elec- 
tric wiring, the stering af refuse, waste, or 
packing material.

The robbers were repulsed 
by John Kunz, a night watchman, after sev- 
eral shots had been fired. 

Lieut. Rohan of the detective bureau said 
he believed the attempted robbery was the

Zenophile Brosseau Narrates the 
‘Story ‘of Their Adventures 
on Western Waters. 


France and the expatriated Frenchmen 
Who make Chicago their home joined with 
Americans yesterday in commemorating the 
deeds of Pere Jacques Marquette, Jesuit 
missionary, and Louis Joliet, explorer, the 
first white men who ever set foot on the site 
where’ Chicago now stands. With eulogy 
and the singing of the national anthems they 
unveiled a tablet set in the base of the great 
cross erected by the Association of Com- 
merce at the point where Robey street meets 
the river, designed to tell to future genera- 
tions the achievements of the two pioneers. 


Inscription on the Tablet. 
.The tablet of bronze, which is six by six 
feet, bears this inscription: 

“In memory, of Father Marquette, 8. J., 
and Louis Joliet of New France (Canada), 
first white explorers of the Mississippi and I1- 
linols rivers and Lake Michigan, 1673, navi- 
gating 2,500 miles in canoes In 120 days. 

“In crogsing the site of Chicago. Joliet 
recommended it for its natural advantages 
as a place of first settlement and suggested 
a lakes-to-@ulf-waterway by cutting a canal 
through the ‘portage’ west of her where 
begins the Chicago Drainage ship canal. 

‘Work on this canal was begun Sept. 38, 
1802, and received the first waters of Lake 
Michigan Jan. 2, 
prophecy made 234 years ago is now being 
fulfilled. 

“This end of Robey street is the historic 
‘high ground’ where Marquette spent the 
winter of 1674-1675.” 


Unveiled by Miss Smith.

“There is practically no solicitation in the 
streets of Chicago; the'stranger is not im- 
portuned here; and the evil exists only in cer- 
tain sections, where men walk with a full 
knowledge of what toexpect. I made careful 
search and found none of’the evil picttire 
machines that abound jn the city I referred 
to in my talk. Really, the authorities here 
are to be commended on the general good be- 
havior of thecity. + 
‘Chicago is much better than it was five 
years ago. I was not here then, but I have 
been told about it. ‘ The city is better than it 
is credited to be. Of course, your red light 
district is about as bad as any of the kind.” 
Mr. McCuaig’ spoke of the good results ac- 
complished through organization in New 
York and made a favorable comparison be- 
tween Anthony Comstéck and Arthur Bur- 
rage Farwell, president of the Chicago Law 
and Order league, and indicated his belief 
that Mr. Farwell was doing).much good 
through his efforts here. 


Urges Instruction of Children. 
The speaker went back to the garden of 
Eden, went, into thegfetails of the old, sin, 
covered other periods of sin enumerated in 
the bible, and expressed the belief that cer- 
tain conditions are just as bad now as in the 
olden days.

but also to the Union Pacific, the Oregon 
Ghert Line, and the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation company—the Harriman Jines. 
After the promulgation of the order the 
fierriman lines asked the commission to be 
relieved from the effect of the order, first be- 
cause no direct line leading from St. Paul to 
Omaha was included in. the order, tifus ren- 
dering it impossible for the Harriman lines, 
even if they desired, to establish rates from 
St. Paul; and, second, because the distance 
from Chicago to Spokane via the Harriman 
lines was much greater—approximately 400 
miles—than from Chicago to Spokane via the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific. The 
Harriman people urged that while the rates 
@xed by the commission might be reasonable 
’ ever the northern roads, it would be a hard- 
ship to compel them to haul freight 400 miles 
farther at the same rates. 


Will Reopen Case. 

The commission, after a hearing, granted 
@ temporary suspension of the order as far as 
it affects the Harriman lines, but leaving it 
effective so far as the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific are concerned. The com-

Visible supply totals are being 
rapidly reduced and the shrinkage in world’s 
stocks has been of a sensational character 
the last few weeks. 

The receipt of several cargoes of Duluth 
wheat here swelled the total primary arrivals 
to a deceptive total, aggregate rail arrivals 
at -the leading markets showing a pronounced 
decrease compared to a year ago emphasizing 
claims of a light invisible supply. 


Crop Outlook Big Factor. 

With every prospect that stocks at the ena 
of the crop year will be moderate at best, and 
for the most part held either by the bulis or 
mifing interests in the northwest, the outlook 
for the new crop becomes of paramount im- 
portance. In this phase of the situation there 
is wide room for speculation. 

So far as winter wheat is concerned it is 
admitted that the crop had a poor start last 
fall and that it has suffered more or less from 
drought and a backward spring. The acre- 
age is light enough of itself to preclude the 
possibility of a bumper yield, while the lack 
of vitality in many sections has kept the 
condition down to.a low point. Undoubtedly 
since May 1 there has been some improve- 
ment, as the weather has been warmer and 
sections suffering from drought have been 
given relief by generous rains covering prac- 
tically the entire belt. 


Northwest Seeding Completed. 

Seeding of spring wheat is about completed 
except In the extreme north. The increase in 
the acreage has not been so large as expected 
earlier in the season on account of the spring 
being about ten days to two weeks late. How- 
ever, there will be a. small increase in the 
area both in this country and Canada and 
conditions for rapid growth are said to be ex- 
cellent. A big crop of spring wheat will be 
essential if a fair sized total] yield of wheat 
in this country is to be secured, and condi- 
tions will be watched closely by the trade. 

In foreign markets the stringency in the 
cash situation has been greatly relieved by 
the ‘increased offerings from Russia, the 
Damube, and India. Russian exports have 
been steadily increasing for some time, the 
high prices and practica] assurance of e gen- 
erous crop in the cZar’s domain inducing un- 
loading by holders on a liberal scale. Ship- 
ments from Argentina hav. ealso continued on 
a Scale not deemed possible a few weeks ago, 
and Australian contributed a considerable 
quota to the grand total. 

Crop conditions have been unfavorable in 
Germany, but on the. whole the outlook 
abroad is fairly encouraging. Some com- 
plaint was heard in regard to Argentine con- 
ditions, but nothing serious is looked for in 
that country for some time. 


Saner Tone to Market. 

The dissipation of the wild speculative 
furore has given the trade better opportunity 
for reaching sane conclusions in regard to. 
the present situation, and there has been 
more of a tendency to discount extravagant 
assertions as to the high limits to which 
prices may attain. Conservative traders are 
inclined to lay more stress on present high 
prices, and the extent to which they discount 
whatever is bullish in the situation.. The’ 
public is to a large extent out of the market 
again and it is the generally accepted opinion 
that until well authenticatel crop damage 
develops or more evidence of a foreign de- 
mand for our wheat appears, speculative 
buying will be of a conservative character. 


Big Corn Acreage Promised. 

All indications point to a record breaking 
acreage in corn this year. Abandoned wheat 
acreage will go largely into corn and to 
some extent the latter cereal will take the 
place of oats in some sections, due to the 
unfavorable early seeding conditions. High 
prices which have prevailed the last few 
years have also induced farmers to prepare 
ah unusually large area for corn, and plant- 
ing has been progressing rapidly under gen- 
erally favorable conditions. While the out- 
look for the new crop is decidedly bearish, as 
a market influence, it has been largely offset 
by the strong cash situation. Receipts have 
keen light, the shipping demand has been 
fairly good, and big holes have been made in 
available stocks, causing higher premiums 
for cash corn to prevail. Until the last few 
days, moreover, country holders have shown 
no tendency to unload, which has made short 
selling a precarious mode of making a living. 
Recently country offerings. have increased 
and a larger movement is predicted. 

The export demand is nil, enormous offer- 
ings of Argentina corn filling up the foreign 
markets, and precluding any foreign ship- 
mrents forthe present. Asin wheat prices are 
on an abnormally high.basis and leading local 
operators are alldined up on the bear side. 
The country is stipposed to still be long on 
big lines of corn and,strenuous éfforts are 
being made to shake out these. holdings.

May Oats Highest on Crop. 

Oates were strong early in the week ana 
May touched @ néw high point for the crop, 
but later heavy realizing set in, especially in 
the deferred months, and values eased: off 
substantially, closing figures being %@%c 
off for the new crop months and %c up for 
the May. Huge spreading operations were a 
feature of the trade, elevator interests buy- 
ing the May and selling July, ang other tn:

Receipts were 
fair and cash demand excellent, stocks show. 
ing fair decreases. Crop advices were in the 
main favorable.

mand, lighter receipts of hogs in the West

Developments re-emphasized the belief fn 
the part of important interests that business 
conditions warrant optimism. Following four 
or five. months of? good general exhibits of 
railroad earnings, the matter of gross 
freight revenues inspired ‘the belief on the 
part of New York financiers that such signs 
of improvement were stable. 

Theré was nothing purely seasonable or 
incidental about the showing which the roads 
were making and therefore a fundamental 
change for the better was granted.

While there are 
something like 250,000 idle cars, the impor- 
. tance of this is more or Jess minimized. . 

It is assumed the cars in the poorest state 
of repair are the ones that have been side- 
tracked, while the low prices for material and 
the superior quality of labor have induced the 
railroads to consider making commitments 
much beyond present needs in order to profit 
a favorable terms which may now be 

ad. . 

The steel companies and equipment com- 
,Panies on the other hand are glad enough 
to book increased orders at this time, al- 
though not at pripes offering fancy returns. 

In the necessary élimination of unskilled 
labor during the last eighteen months, the 
efficiency of the men employed hag increased 
at least 20 per cent, so the reduced prices to 
be paid by the railroads are set-off in some 
measure by superior jabor. 


Tariff Sentiment Minimized. 

With these considerations uppermost in the 
minds of financiers, the question of the tariff 
has been momentarily at least obscured. The 
talk is of a rising tide of better times and 
the tariff incidentally is mentioned as - 
turbing but passing or transient factor. 

How long this optimism wil! dominate price 
making in the securities market is for the 
speculative element to guess. It is certain 
a much larger volume of general business 
than appears to be in sight for months to 
come has been and is being discounted in 
the high level of stock quotations. 

But barring a close money market, there 
is material ahead for further optimistic talk. 
Once it becomes demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of foreigners that trade in the United 
States is rapidly resuming norma! there wil] 
follow in Great Britain, Germany, and 
France a renewal of confidence which will 
lead to increased employment of labor and 
capital. Owing to the interdependence of 
the four countries mentioned, good trade con- 
ditions abroad*will further stimulate senti- 
ment here. 

The money markets show a better demand, 
compared. with three weeks ago. Chicago 
call funds loaned last week in New York at 
8% per cent. In the local market it must 
be said that while rates are showing a 
firmer tendency they have made but a slight 
advance actually. Desirable maturities for 
commercial banks cannot be had at a much 
better figure than 3% per cent. 


Money Tendency Firmer. 

Bankers east and west assert that their 
inatitutions aré well loaned up. Thecountry 
banks will probably meet with a new situa- 
tion for them should there be a better autumn 
demand for funds than obtained last year.
